ICC Orders Segregation Ended 


On Interstate Trains and Busses 


2 Cases Involved in Ruling That Also De- 
clares Racial Separation in Public 
Waiting Rooms Illegal.

BRAZIL CONGRESS 


Object Is to Prevent 
Supreme Court From 
Reinstating Cafe in 
Presidency. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Nov. 25 
(AP)—A declaration of state of 
siege, approved by Congress, 
was expected to take effect in 
Brazil today. 

Ramos and his cabinet signed 
the measure today. Publication 
in the official bulletin, which 
would make the order effective, 
was likely today, but a delay 
until tomorrow was still pos- 
sible. 

The Senate voted final legis-

Manpower Council Says 


Industry Wants Grad- 
uates With Broad 
Background. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 25 (AP)— 
The National Manpower Coun- 
cil says America must improve 
its high school system to meet 


the challenge of technological 
competition from the Soviet 
Union. 

The council, financed by the 
Ford Foundation, was estab- 
lished in 1951 by President 

senhower when he was presi- 
dent of Columbia University. 

The council published yester- 
day the conclusions reached by 
69 experts in a five-day session 
last April at Arden House, a 
conference site, owned by Co- 
lumbia at Harriman, N. Y. 

“Improvement of the nation’s 
secondary school system is tS2 
key to broadening the base for 
skill acquisition,” the council 
report said, adding: 

“Every school should insure 
that its graduates have... the 
ability to read, write and calcu- 
late correctly and a sound in- 
troduction to the world of 
work.” 

Co-Operation Urged. 


The report urged co-opera- 
tion on the federal, state and 
community levels to boost the 
quality of teaching, curriculum, 
and general approach to study- 
and-work problems. 

Secretary of Labor James P. 
Mitchell was quoted in the re- 
port as saying Soviet tech- 
nelogical gains had been . so 
great that only the superior 
skill of American workers had 
kept the competition in bal- 
ance. 

Mitchell said 500,000,000 per- 
sons with “good” skill would 
outproduce 100,000,000 persons 
with “superior” skill unless 
greater. strides in manpower 
training were made in _ the 
United States. 

The report disclosed that in- 
dustrial participants in the con- 
ference showed more interest 
in high school graduates with 
a broad educational background 
than in those with specific vo- 
cational training. 

Conferees agreed that the | 
principal way to attract and re- | 
tain more capable teachers is 
to offer higher salaries. 

There was general agreement 
that “specific skill training is 
the responsibility of industry,” 
but it was noted that “com- 
paratively few employers oe 
to make sizeable training in- 
vestments 

Higher Skill Levels, 

Unions can play a Vital part 
in increasing skill levels 
through their role in appren- 
ticeship programs, the report 
said. Labor organizations were 
urged to strengthen their own 
vocational guidance’ services 
and to supplement their acti- 
vities with effective training 
programs.

James D. Zellerbach, president 
of the Crown Zellerbach Corp., 
San Francisco. The council 
members include top represen- 
tatives of education, labor, 
management, government and | 
the armed services. | 

The group’s function is to | 
provide a continuing non-parti- | | 
san appraisal of manpower and | 
policies.

Four major wholesale sources 
of narcotics for the St. Louis 
area have been cut off by a 
series of recent arrests, it was 
announced today by Renato 
Costarella, agent in charge of 
the Federal Narcotics Bureau 
here.

The heroin seized in five ar- 
rests would have brought about 
$105,000 at the going retail 
price, he said, adding that all 
of it came from Chicago. 

The five persons under arrest 
are Negroes. All: have been

$25,000 each for the others. 

The arrests were made by 
agents who posed as heroin us- 
ers and made purchases, in 
some cases more than once, fol- 
lowing an investigation that has 
been going on for several 
months. 

All of those arrested were 
identified by Costarella as resi- 
dents of Chicago. They gave 
their names as Willie Robinson, 
Ray Field Jackson, William Clif- 
ton Coleman, Charles H. Phil- 
lips, and Miss Margo de Carlos. 

The agent in charge gave 
St..Louis police credit for full 
co-operation in the investiga- 
tion. 

The scope of this latest op- 
eration was described as having

~The Treasury announced it 
will refinance some 12 billion 
dollars worth of securities at 
the highest interest rates paid 
by the Treasury since the mon- 
ey siiortage period of 1953. 

There will be no new money 
borrowing at this time. 

The treasury announcement 
said it will offer holders of a 
pio a note and a one-year 

te, each maturing Dec. 
1825 “opportunity to reinvest 
with eae Government in either 
or both of the following ex- 
change issues: 

A new one-year certificate of 
indebtedness paying 2% pér 
cent interest, or a 24-year 
treasury note, paying 2% per 
cent interest. .. 

These were the highest bor- 
rowing costs for comparable is- 
sues paid by the treasury since 
the summer and fall of 1953. 
At that time, credit restriction 
by the Federal Reserve Board, 
a long-term treasury bond offer- 
ing for cash, and a record de- 
mand for credit by both govern- 
ment and business had made 
money very scarce. 

22-Year High on Bills. 

A Treasury spokesman said 
the Treasury will need a “small 
amount” of new money in the 
near future. He said this would 
take the form of a temporary 
borrowing against March tax 
receipts. 

The new exchange offering 
was made just after the Fed- 
eral Reserve System had helped 
push interest rates to new highs 
by boosting its discount rate to 
2% per cent—the highest re- 
serve system lending rate in 
two decades. This week, the 
Treasury's 91-day borrowing 
costs went up to 2.44 per cent, 


the most costly ultra-short term | 


borrowing rate paid by the 
Treasury in 22 years. 

In the face of these develop- 
ments and rising commercial 
interest rate patterns, the Treas- 
ury was forced to the high level 
interest rates announced now to 
refinance its December matu- 
rities. 

In arranging the refinancing, 
the Treasury did not further 


its announced objective of | 


stretching out the maturities of 
the Federal debt by offering 
holders of the issues coming 
due a long-term, or medium- 
term alternative investment. A 
Treasury official who an- 
nounced the financing plans to 
newsmen denied that the re- 
financing plans were motivated 
by any desire to ease—or at 
least not to tighten further— 
the money market. 

Nevertheless, the exclusively 
short-term refinancing was of a 
type which would avoid any 
further tightening of money 
conditions. It would, as the 
Treasury official described it, 
“ease the issue into the market 
in as neutral a fashion as pos- 
sible. ””?

Integration of Defense Supply 

Systems Blocked Despite Law 
By Services’ Vested Interests 


Long. Delaying Action Carried Out to 
Defeat Efforts of Congress and De- 
partment Chiefs to Set Up Single Dis- 
tribution and Warehousing.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25. 


OTHING can illustrate better the ponderousness of such a 
huge organization as the Department of Defense than the 
efforts of the various vested interests in the services to 


block the law and the directives of the department in regard 
to integration of the supply systems. 

In the process of carrying out a long delaying action to 
defeat the efforts of the Congress and of the secretaries, the 
same individuals have taken exactly opposing positions on the 
value of cross-servicing (supply of an area from a single depot 
rather than from two or more of the different services) and 
single service responsibility for the procurement, distribution 
and warehousing of articles used in common by all three services. 


The Bonner and Riehlman 
subcommittees of the House 
Government Operations Com- 
mittee have tried for four years 
to effect some improvement in 
the supply system so that dupli- 
cate operations will not be 
carried out by competing 
services. 


The obvious method, and the 
one that would least disturb the 
supply organizations of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force, 
would be for them tq agree 
among themselves to give one 
service responsibility for the 
warehousing and distribution to 
vsing stations of specific cate- 
ef %ries of supply in one area. 
Ts is what is meant by cross- 


servicing. 
The late Secretary of the 
Navy, Francis P. Matthews, 


testified in May 1951, that the 
Navy was completely against 
cross-servicing. 
Directive Issued. 

Nevertheless, under the pres- 
sure of the Bonner subcommit- 
tee, the then Secretary of De- 
fense, Robert A. Lovett, issued 
a directive Sept. 5, 1952, di- 
recting that: “In areas within 
the United States and overseas, 
supply support will be accom- 
plished by single service assign- 
ment in which one department 
will support all others, or by 
cross-servicing in such areas in 
which supply support from the 
nearest ‘or most economical 
source without regard to which 
department controls such 
irce.”

proclaimed a success, both by 
the-customers and by the per- 
sonnel of the three services that 
operated it.. The then Deputy 
Secretary of Defense, William C. 
Foster, testified in December 
that year that the experiment 
was a success and that it would 
be extended to the entire med- 
ical supply system. 

Delaying Action. 

But here is where the delay- 
ing action came in. A new ad- 
ministration took over in 1953. 
On Nov. 13, 1953, Charles S. 
Thomas, then Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Department of De- 
fense for Supply and Logistics, 
and now Secretary of the Navy, 
who had only a month previous- 
ly been shifted from Under Sec- 
retary of the Navy, came out in 
favor of cross-servicing. This ap- 
parently was a maneuver to 
head off a greater degree of in- 
tegration which was threatened 
in the form of single service re- 
sponsibility for separate cate- 
gories of common use items of 
supply. 

Lovett’s directive was still in 
the records but had become 
nearly a dead letter. The Ala- 
meda experiment, instead of be- 
ing extended to all of United 
States military medical supply, 
as had been the intention of the 
previous Secretary of Defense, 
was discontinued Nov. 23, 1954. 

In preparation for this even- 
tuality, Assistant Secretary of 
Defense Thomas P. Pike wrote 
Representative R. Walter Riehl- 
man (Rep.), New York, then 
head of the subcommittee, ex- 
plaining that if jointly operated 
systems of supply for the four- 
teen categories of common use 
items jwere established, there 
would be created fourteen “dif- 
ferent and separate systems 
where four now exist.” 

This run-around outraged 
Representative Thomas B. Cur- 
tis of Webster Groves, who 
wrote a 13-page letter on the 
subject to Secretary of Defense 
Charles E. Wilson, It is report- 
ed that Wilson, who had intend- 
ed to improve the business man- 
agement of the Department of 
Defense, was very much em- 
barrassed to find that it had 
been going backward instead of 


forward. 

In June 1955 the Hoover Com- 
mission severe the 
Department of Defense for fail- 
ing to carry out its own direc- 
tives and for non-compliance 
with the law—the O’Mahoney 
amendment which was enacted 
to force integration of the sup- 
ply of common use items. 


The Department of Defense 


recalled Charles A. Coolidge, a

former Assistant Secretary of 
Defense, as Special Assistant to 
the Secretary for implementa- 
tion of the recommendations of 
the Hoover Commission. 

The Majority Leader of the 
House, Representative John W. 
McCormack, then jumped into 
the fray with a letter to Wilson 
Oct. 24, 1955, in which he ex- 
pressed his concern because the 
“Department of Defense decid- 
ed to bypass the clear intent of 
the law.” 

This letter was answered Nov. 
9 by R. C. Lanphier Jr. for As- 
sistant Secretary Pike. Lanphier 
wrote that it was within the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of De- 
fense to terminate the Alameda 
experiment and that they had 
now decided to put into action 
“a new concept.” : 


This concept is being tried in 
the field of food supply and is 
called the “single -manager 
commodity assignment for sub- 
sistence.” 


It is, in effect, the same sin- 
gle service responsibility for a 
commodity that Pike had argued 
against in his letter to Repre- 
sentative Riehlman July 27, 

954.- 


Why the change of heart? 

Cynics are inclined to think 
that just as the Navy switch in 
its opposition to cross-servicing 
to head off the single manager 
system, now the change of front 
is to accept the single manager 
system so as to head off the 


greater integration that would 
be effected if the Ha ,Com- 
mission recommendation for a 


;Separate supply and logistic 


service Were implemented. 
Ne Plans to Extend System. 

As far as can bé determined, 
the Defense Department has no 
present plans to extend the sin- 
gle manager system to other 
commodities. It might be not- 
ed that a single manager for 
medical supply was an obvious 
first step to take, since unified 
procurement had been in effect 
for 10 years and the early ex- 
periment was in medical distri- 
bution. 

Again the cynics say that the 
Assistant Secretary of Defense 
for Supply and Logistics could 
not reverse himself to this ex- 
tent without losing face. 

The Hoover Commission re- 
ported that about one-third of 
the more than half-billion 
square feet of warehouse space 
used by the Department of De- 
fense in the United States could 
be saved by an integrated sup- 
ply system. 

The cost of this long delaying 
action against reasonable supply 
integration by the vested inter- 
ests in the services has unques- 
tionably run into billions of 
dollars, and the end is not in 
sight.

No Headquarters Yet. 

The problems include what 
each nation can contribute, 
what special needs in the way 
of equipment must be met and 
the planning to determine ex- 
actly what each force in the 
area will do in the event of an 
attack. For the present, there 
is no intention of establishing 
any military headquarters, com- 
parable to the supreme allied 
headquarters for Europe. 

Two essentials to make the 
Zagros defense line effective 
will be a speedy concentration 
of British land forces in the 
Middle East and establishment 
in Iraq of forward military 
supply dumps, which will be 
built up under the provisions of 
the Iraq-British mutual assist- 
ance treaty and the Baghdad 
pact itself. 

Although the British forces, 
having been withdrawn from 
the Suez area, are now spread 
out all the way from the Gulf 
of Aqaba to Tripoli, air power 
makes possible a reconcentra- 
tion of them in a relatively 
short time. 

Fast Massing of Arms. 

Estimates vary, but the Brit- 
ish could move an armored bat- 
talion, now stationed in Jordan 
near Agaba, across the desert 
to Iraq in five or six days and 
could fly in battalions of in- 
fantry from Cyprus in two or 
three days. 

It would take perhaps three 
weeks to bring British armor 
from Tripoli, in Libya, where 
two battalions are stationed.

The Dixon-Yates deal has reappeared from 
its grave, this time because the Atomic Energy 
Commission has done the wholly sensible thing 
of repudiating altogether the canceled private 


,power contract.. Doing so, the AEC, through 


its chairman, Adm. Lewis L. Strauss, has an- 
nounced that it does not consider the Federal 
Government obligated to pay the Dixon-Yates 
power combine a penny. 

The utility promoters see it otherwise. They 
say that the cancellation of the contract for 
them to supply power into the TVA area from 
West Memphis, Ark., leaves them holding the 
bag financially to the tune of several million 
dollars. And so Edgar H. Dixon, head of the 
Mississippi Valley Generating Co., says the 
AEC’s repudiation will be challenged in Fed- 
eral Court. ; ; 

Nothing ‘could be better than to have the 
whole Dixon-Yates story told from beginning to 
end before a United States Judge with the 
country listening in. For if ever there was a 
case of how not to do the people’s business 
this was it. 

* * * 

Just about everything imaginable was wrong. 
President Eisenhower was given atrocious ad- 
vice by his assistant, Sherman Adams, and 
others. He was persuaded to order personally 
the signing of the Dixon-Yates contract. Yet 
those who so persuaded him did not explain— 
as they obviously should have done — that 
Adolphe H. Wenzell, New York banker, was 
working both sides of the street. 

The President’s advisers did not tell him that 
Mr. Wenzell, who held office as an appointee 
of the Elsenhower Administration, sat also on 
the side of the private utilities in talks that led 
up to the contract. They did not tell Mr. Eisen- 
hower that the AEC and the TVA are not ad- 
juncts of the White House, created to serve 
the executive, but are independent administra- 
tive agencies set up to handle important tech- 
nical work, undominated by either the White 
House or Congress. 

But this is all coming clear. In fact Chair- 
man Strauss says that the AEC’s decision to 
repudiate the contract results from study by 
its counsel based on “the question of whether 
or not the contract is invalid by reason of a 
violation of law and of public policy with re- 
spect to conflict of interest.” 


This can mean only the double-sided opera- 
tion of Mr. Wenzell who was supposed to be 
a Government émploye, but who also acted as 
representative of the private utility world inside 
the Government. 

What makes Adm. Strauss’s repudiation of 
his former position possible? Actually it is the 
long fight of a group of members of Congress, 
including Senators Kefauver and Gore of Ten- 
nessee, Hill of Alabama, Douglas of Illinois, 
Morse of Oregon and Anderson of New Mexico. 
And former Republican Senator John Sherman 
Cooper of Kentucky, his seat at stake in the 
battle, tried at the very beginning to sound the 
alarm against Dixon-Yates but the White House 
would not hear him. 

This group battled against odds, and was not 
dissuaded by the fact that the President himself 
entered the fight to set up the Dixon-Yates 
combine in the TVA territory and thus begin 
the curtailment and perhaps eventual liquidation 
of the nation’s great electric power yardstick.

Thanks to the overturn in Congress, as a 
result of the 1954 midterm election, the direc- 
tion of the investigative function of Congress 
passed into the hands of this group of Senators 
and their colleagues. Step by step they beat 
back and exposed the Dixon-Yates promoters 
and their apologists in Washington. 


This whole ugly set of facts, and not Mem- 
phis’s decision to build a municipal power plant, 
is why the Eisenhower Administration canceled 
the Dixon-Yates contract. This is why Adm. 
Strauss has now told Dixon-Yates the Govern- 
ment does not owe that outfit anything. 

Yes, it is a good idea for Messrs. Dixon-Yates 
to go to court—a very good idea. The more 
the American people learn about the Dixon- 
Yates contract, how it was drawn up, how it 
was put over and why it was junked the better 
it will be.

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They Get More Dollars for Uncle 


One of the hardest working Federal offices 
is the Internal Revenue Service and the work 
it performs is responsible for the garnering of 
most of the. dollars for Uncle Sam's Treasury. 
In view of the increasing workload it was al- 
lowed a minor number of additional employes 
recently. 


According to Jerry Kluttz, Washington Post 
columnist who probably knows more about Fed- 
eral employes than anyone else in Washington, 
the service made excellent use of these addi- 
tional employes. A total of 575,000 more tax re- 
turns were examined in the first eight months 
of this year than were checked in the same pe- 
riod of last year. This examination resulted in 
additional assessments cf $132,000,000 of addi- 
tional taxes. And additional collections of $121,- 
000,000 were made from 154,000 more delin- 
quent accounts than were collected in the same 
1954 period. Yet there still are 1,700,000 delin- 
quent tax accounts to be collected. 

It would appear that adding still more em- 
ployes to the Internal Revenue Service would 
be an excellent idea in these days of feverish 
haste to balance the budget. 
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Genteel Fire Insurance Gouge 
One way or another, it seems, St. Louis prob- 
ably will have to pay more for fire insurance. 
The 160 fire insurance companies which have 
maintained the Salvage Corps since 1874 have 
served notice on City Hall that it will be dis- 
continued on Dec. 31 unless the city takes it 
over. Cost of operating the corps is estimated at 
$100,000 a year. 

If the city does not take it over, says a rep- 
resentative of the companies, residents of St. 
Louis and those county communities served by 
the corps can expect an increase in fire insur- 
ance rates. In other words: heads, the communhi- 
ty loses; tails, the fire insurance companies win. 

The function of the three salvage companies 
which make up the corps is to answer fire alarms 
and, on the scene, to spread canvas covers over 
merchandise, furniture and the like and to take 
other measures to reduce fire damage while the 
blaze is being fought. This may be considered 
either as a service paid for by fire insurance 
policyholders, or as a means of reducing the 
payments the companies must make to such 
policyholders. One way or another, the property 
owner pays. 

After more than 75 years of operation, the 
companies now say that the expense of this pro- 
tection should be borne by the public. But they 
seem to have made no offer of reduced 
in proportion to the saving which would 
accrue to them. They may well argue

$100,000 divided among 160 companies hardly 
represents windfalls big enough to warrant rate 
reductions. By the same token, would it war- 
rant increases in fire insurance rates which al- 
ready are by no means cheap? 

Is the small gain to the companies sufficient 
to alienate the good will which this genteel 
boost in costs to the public undonbtedly would 
involve? It could start a good many people 
thinking of how they might get adequate fire 
insurance on better terms.

Airman, Soldier and Scientist 

Something that the Army and the Air Force 
did in the current Louisiana maneuvers and 
something that Chairman Lewis L. Strauss of 
the Atomic Energy Commission said coincide 
in a way that cannot help but bring back memo- 
ries of Pearl Harbor on that fateful day in 1941. 

In the biggest peacetime maneuvers ever con- 
ducted, 80 per cent of the defending air bases 


in 10 states and 50 per cent of the defending ~ 


aircraft on the ground were theoretically 
knocked out. Most of the success was achieved 
by radar jamming. Air Force Gen. Otto P. 
Weyland, director of the maneuvers, says it is 
going too far to conclude that this throws our en- 
tire air defense system out the window. He 
takes 4 more optimistic view than some military 
men and commentators. 

Radar jamming was practiced by warplanes 
and submarines of both sides in World War II 
with first one side and then the other getting 
ahead. Fortunately the American and British 
scientists proved superior to those of the Axis 
nations in Democracy’s triumph over Fascism. 
Now the scientists of the democracies and those 
of the totalitarian states’ are engaged in a peace- 
time radar race. The importance of this race is 
stressed by the Post-Dispatch military analyst, 
Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phillips (Ret.), who com- 
mented in an article last Tuesday on radar 
jamming: 

The electronic race between radar and 


counter-radar is possibly as critical in the 

world today as the race for nuclear weapons. 

In order to win that race and thus help secure 
our national defense, we must have the neces- 
sary scientists to plan, experiment and create. 
But Mr. Strauss, in a speech last Monday before 
the sixth Thomas Alva Edison Foundation Insti- 
tute at West Orange, N.J., said: 

Between 1950 and 1960, which may be 
the most critical decade of our national 
existence, Russia is expected to produce 
1,200,000 trained engineers and scientists, 
against our 900,000. Too many of us have 
fallen into the easy attitude of assuming 
that the Russians could never match us in 
scientific initiative ‘And progress. The em- 
phasis which the Soviets are placing on 
science and particularly on the training of 
new young scientists presents a real and 
growing challenge to us and to the free 
world. 

Mr. Strauss is in such a high position in the 
field of nuclear weapons that his words should 
command the greatest respect. There-can be 
no doubt that national defense would be greatly 
augmented if a way were found to develop more 
scientists and engineers. There is not much 
time left if this nation wants to keep in the 
forefront of scientific developments. 
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New Turn on the Spiral 

Settlement of the Public Service Co. wage dis- 
pute on compromise terms proposed by Chair- 
man Daniel C. Rogers of the State Mediation 
Board is more than welcome. The danger of a 
renewed transit strike at a time of growing

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We Are Accused of Distortion 

Our letter column today is devoted to com- 
munications in criticism of our editorial of last 
Monday, “For the Benefit of Private Schools.” 
The general attitude is that the Post-Dispatch 
deliberately distorted the Supreme Court’s split 
decision in the New Jersey school transportation 
case of 1947. As many of our readers will re- 
member, the New Jersey case has been dis- 
cussed extensively on this page several times. 

The decision in the New Jersey case (Everson 
v. Board of Education) sustained an act of the 
New Jersey Legislature that provided for pay- 
ment of transportation costs to parents of school 
children, regardless of the school attended. 

This decision was by the closest possible vote 
of 5to 4. The narrow majority took the position 
that transportation*alone did not: constitute an 
aid to religion. .Four members of the court 
strongly dissented, and the Post-Dispatch, along 
with many others, supported the latter view. 

But it is important to note that those in the 
majority, after approving payments for trans- 
portation, took pains to limit what they had 
done. The five Justices also said: 

“No tax in any amount, large or small, can 
be levied to support any religious activities or 
institutions, whatever they may be called, or 
whatever form they may adopt to teach or prac- 
tice religion.” 

This principte was applied in 1948 in the 8-to-1 
decision in the Champaign, Ill., released time 
ease (McCollum v. Board of Education). In that 
8-to-1 decision, which held unconstitutional the 
use of public school property and rosters in the 
conduct of sectarian classes in religious train- 
ing, the Supreme Court said: 

“The First Amendment rests upon the premise 
that both religion and government can best work 
to achieve their lofty aims if each is left free 
from the other within its respective sphere. As 
we said in the Everson case, the First Amend- 
ment has erected a wall between church and 
state which must be kept high and impregnable.” 

In connection with the renewal of this contro- 
versy, it is worth noting that the Jewish Syna- 
gogue Council of America has declared its op- 
position te the teaching in public schools of 
“moral and spiritual values” of any or all re- 
ligions, This major national Jewish organization 
takes the sound position that the responsibility

Since the war there has been much 
talk of the need for European eco- 
nomic integration. If the countries of 
Europe are to realize the full benefits 
of efficient mass production and con- 
sumption, trade barriers must be re- 
duced and the conditions of a common 
market more closely approached. 

Despite many obstacles, progress has 
been achieved along three main lines: 
first, the reduction of intra-European 
trade barriers accomplished through 
the machinery of t Py. 
the Qrganization | evé.anp h 5 
for European Eco- d ott 
nomic Co-operation 3 
(OEEC); second, 
the European Coal 
and Steel Commu- 
nity (Schuman 
Plan); third, the 
economic integra- 
tion of the Nether- 
lands and the Bel- 
gium - Luxembourg 
Economic Union 
into Benelux. 

The progress 
made by Benelux, 
though perhaps 
least well known, is impressive. Some 
90 per cent of the trade among these 
countries has been freed from quota 
restrictions. Tariffs are almost nil. 
Only agricultural products are still sub- 
ject to import restrictions and price 
controls, 


The Way Benelux Functions 


The. three countries have adopted 
common lists of goods which may be 
imported freely from Western Europe 
and from the dollar area. Economic 
treaties are now negotiated by- Benelux 
as a unit rather than by the countries 
separately. Capital movements within 
the area have, for the most part, been 
freed from restrictions. 

All this has been achieved despite 
difficulties far greater than originally 
anticipated. When a postwar customs 
union was agreed upon in Lendon in 
September 1944, the three governments 
expected that their countries would end 
the war in roughly equal circumstances, 

Belgium, the first of the three to 
be liberated by the Allied advance, 
emerged from the war with much less 
damage than did the Netherlands. With 
production high and _ reconstruction 
needs limited, Belgium was soon able 
to abolish price controls and rationing 
in favor of high level consumption. 

The Netherlands, on the other hand, 
lost in the war a third of the national 
wealth. From 1945 to ‘49 the govern- 
ment finances were burdened by the 
intermittent struggle over the colonial 
possessions in the East Indies. 


Step Toward Uniform Tariffs 


In January 1948 the countries took 
the step of establishing uniform tariffs 
on goods from the outside, but the far 
more important step of breaking down 
the trade barriers between them, orig- 
inally scheduled to follow soon after, 
was postponed. 

Matters rested there until September 
49, when devaluation of the guilder by 
30 per cent and that of the Belgian 
franc by only 12 per cent brought the 
purchasing powers of the two curren- 
cies more nearly in line and made in- 
tegration more feasible. In October ’49 
a “Pre-Union Agreement” was put into 
effect, involving the gradual removal 
of trade restrictions. 

Then came the Korean war, com- 
pletely changing the picture. The Dutch 
Government, faced with the sharp up- 
surge in prices, scrapped its cheap 
money policy and | of the direct 
controls in favor of odox monetary

from deficit to surplus. From one of 
the weakest currencies in Europe the 
Dutch guilder changed to one of the 
strongest. 


Since also by this time the Dutch 
Government was beginning to allow 
some wage increases, wage and price 
differentials between the two countries 
tended to narrow, thus encouraging 
Dutch purchases from Belgium and cor- 
recting some of the imbalance. 


As both countries gained strength, 
it became possible in July °'54 to take 
perhaps the most difficult step toward 
integration: the freeing of capital move- 
ments within the area. With the long- 
term interest rate in Belgium roughly 
1 per cént higher than in the Nether- 
lands, attractive investment opportuni- 


‘ties were opened to the Dutch. 


Final Union in the Making 


At the same time, trade between the 
Netherlands and Belgium-Luxembourg 
has risen to a new high. The Nether- 
lands in the first half of this year took 
20 per cent of Belgium's exports as 
compared with 12 per cent before the 
war; similarly the Belgian share in 
Dutch exports has risen from 10 to 14 
per cent. Taken as a unit, Benelux now 
ranks sixth in world exports, close be- 
hind Canada and France. 


Encouraged by these developments, 
the governments of the three countries 
last spring took steps to prepare a 
draft for final union, which may be 
realized within a year. 


Despite the progress made toward 
Benelux integration, much remains to 
be done. First, wage costs, including 
social benefits in Belgium, are esti- 
mated to be still 20 to 25 per cent 
higher than in the Netherlands—a dis- 
crepancy that would probably cause 
difficulty in the event of any decline in 
over-all demand. 


A second major problem is agricul- 
ture, where integration has made little 
progress. The Netherlands is a. farm 
exporter on balance, with prices con- 
siderably lower than in Belgium. Con- 
sequently, Belgian farmers fear having 
their domestic market flooded with 


‘Dutch farm produce. To prevent this, 


it was agreed in 1947 to exempt agri- 
culture from the Benelux agreements, 
and most of the restrictions still stand. 


Europe Watches a Test Case 


This spring, however, an official re- 
port. showed that the price differen- 
tials were due less to differences in 
basic production costs than to Dutch ad- 
vantages in marketing facilities, taxes 
and subsidies. A program has been 
mapped out to lessen these differences, 
calling for abolition of all restrictions 
by 1962. 

Progress toward integration would of 
course be impeded in the event of a 
general economic foun, intensify- 
ing competition and sectional interests. 
But, considering the determination with 
which the Benelux ideal has been pur- 
sued up to now, it seems almost cer- 
tain that progress will continue. The 
whole of Europe has watched this ex- 
periment as a test case. 


Europeans have generally associated 
integration with a supranational author- 
ity most of them do not want. Benelux 
has achieved results without the crea- 
tion of any such body, each step for- 
ward having been hammered out at 
the bargaining table by direct negotia- 
tions, Success has depended not on 
new forms of organization but on pa- 
tience, skill and mutual understanding.

INTEGRATED EUROPE?, by Michael T. Florinsky. 

(Macmillan, 182 pgqs., $3.50.) 

The recent stalemated Prime Minis- 
ters conference at Geneva vividly and 
dramatically illustrated the basic rea- 
son for the present unhappy state of 
the world, particularly Europe. Divided 
Germany is an example of world divi- 
sion, and failure of the ministers to 
reach any worthwhile agreements and 
refusal of the Soviet Union delegation 
to attempt to unify Germany clearly 
showed an aspect of Communist philo- 
sophy which before the end of World 
War II had been generally ignored. 


Russian-born Michael T. Florinsky, 
member of the faculty at Columbia 
University, not only infers in his title 
but states in preface of “Integrated 
Europe?” that “the notion of a unified 
Europe is loaded with emotion and 
lends itself to sci- 
entific and pseudo- 
scientific specula- 
tion.” 

Statesmen and 
historians agree 
that to be effective 
integration necessi- 
tates revolutionary 
changes in ways of 
life and political 
and economic insti- 
tutions of the coun- 
iz * tries involved.

In his conclusion, the author dis- 
cusses four issues which impede the 
progress of a united Europe. He lists 
them as the Saar, the unification of 
Germany, the attitude of the British 
Commonwealth, and the relations of 
Europe with the world community. 

Mr. Florinsky concludes that contl- 
nental Europe cannot alone protect it- 
self against the Communist menace. He 
supports. the British opinion that a 
larger union encompassing the man- 
power and resources of the United 
States and Canada is both reasonable 
and consistent. 


There is nothing new in Mr. Florin- 
sky’s discourse on the agencies and 
plans created to protect Western Europe 
against the menace of Communism, but 
the author is realistic in his approach 
and observation that there has been 
no real advance toward economic and 
political integration because “the idea 
is basically irreconcilable with histori- 
eal traditions and the realities of the 
moment.” Very few observers of inter- 
national relations would disagree.

OR more than a quarter of 
fF: century, surrounded but 

apparently untouched by the 
world’s hot and cold wars and 
pride and prejudice of nations, 
a little island of human under- 
standing and good will among 
men has endured on the campus 
of Washington University. 

It is the Cosmopolitan Club, 
affectionately abbreviated to 
“Cosmo” by the hundreds of 
students from St. Louis and 
Singapore, outstate Missouri 
and Malaya, from cities in the 
United States and villages in 
Japan, from Italy, Iraq, Iran 
and all the other faraway places 
represented on the campus. For 
them, Cosmo has been a little 
laboratory of world friendship 
where the shape of a man’s 
eyes and the limits of his Eng- 
lish vocabulary mean nothing. 

Begun in 1928 by a group of 
Hawaiian students, under direc- 
tion of Mrs. Alexander Buchan, 
then a student herself, Cosmo 
has proved to be not only a 
gathering place for the lonely 
foreign-born, but a source of 
education in the American way 
of life, a center of social activ- 
ities and an agency for personal 
counseling when needed. Its 
headquarters are in the Campus 
“y” in Lee Hall, where Ray 
Nesmith, co-executive of the 
Washington University branch 
of the Y.M.-Y.W.C.A. serves as 
its director. 

This year there are approxi- 
mately 100 foreign students on 
the main campus, and another 
large group in the medical and 
dental schools. All are welcome 
to join, although Cosmo is 
loosely bound together and the 
size audience or guest list 
varies with the type of function. 

“One of our largest turn- 
outs,” said Nesmith, “came to 
hear an explanation of fraterni- 
ties and sororities. They know 
about them, but they haven't 
been able to understand the 
system.” 

On another occasion, they 
will be invited to hear a dis- 
cussion of America’s educa- 
tional system, given by a 
faculty member in an informal 
atmosphere, drinking tea as 
they listen. Sometimes, special 
dinners are planned, where 
some come in costume and pre- 
pare their native foods. Many 
will participate in the tradi- 
tional International Bazaar to 
be held Nov. 30-Dec. 3. 

But Cosmo is not only for 
students from other countries. 
American studentg also join— 
those who expect to study 
abroad and want to meet people 
from across the world, and 
those who have open hearts and 
enjoy making strangers feel at 
home. The co-chairmen are an 
American, Carol Ellis, and an 
Israeli, Azmi Khazin. 

Sometim®s, as good as it is, 
that very friendliness and 
cameraderie Americans usually 
accord visitors backfires, said 
Nesmith. There was an English 
boy, for instance, who was sur- 
prised to find his new acquaint- 


ances here as friendly as was 
the boy back home who had 
grown up next door and had 
become his closest confidant. 

“He discovered, to his sorrow, 
that the happy - go - lucky 
courteous treatment wasn’t real- 
ly a true friendship—and his 
confidences weren't kept as 
well as they should have been,” 
Nesmith said. 

But for others, the warmth 
and hospitality of American 
collegians have been an effec- 
tive antidote for loneliness. 

As Ana Maria Padillo, dark- 
eyed, attractive student from 
Guatemala, told me: 

“People go out of their way 
to invite you, when they know 
nothing about you, for no reason 


_at all except to be nice.” 


And Nicholas Georgitsis of 
Athens, Greece, smiled when I 
asked if he had been troubled 
with his new American vocab- 
ulary. 

“Do you mean did I goof?” 
he asked, and the “American 
slang sounded strange in his 
Asiatic accent. “Oh, yes, byt the 
wonderful thing about Ameri- 
cans is that they do not laugh.”

OREIGN students can laugh 
F themselves, though. 

Nesmith regen one boy who 
told this story on himself, One 
Sunday, he went with a group 
of American students to the 
drug store. The rest ordered 
chocolate sundaes so he went 
along, eventhough he had never 
heard of the confection. 

“Five days later, he decided 
to drop into the store again, this 
time alone, Remembering the 
former treat, he proudly ignored 
the menu and announced his 
order. 

“*T] will have,’ 
chocolate ice cream Friday. 

But there are heartaches, too. 
Most of them have found that a 
normal social life isn’t always 
easy for someone who looks 
different. That’s why so many 
of them flock to the quarters 
of the campus “Y” in Lee Hall. 
They know they'll find friendly 
American students as well as 
other foreign-born equally 
lonely and bewildered. 

There are financial worries, 
too. Sometimes there just isn’t 
enough money. Sometimes, be- 
cause of currency differences 
and regulations, they run short. 
Often, Nesmith will fut his 
hand in his own pocket, or 
Dean of Students Arno Haack— 
a former campus Y.M. executive 
with a soft heart for students 
in trouble—will dip into his 
emergency fund. 

“And many times,” said 
Nesmith, “help is forthcoming 
from people in the community, 
especially the church people. 

“I remember a boy from 
Egypt who had planned to stay 
four years but found he hadn't 
enough money and would have 
to leave at the end of two. Be- 
cause we thought he was a 
good risk and should have the 
opportunity to complete work 
for his doctorate, we took the 
matter to the Missouri Synod of 
the Presbyterian Church, his 
own faith. The Synod raised

“Even when there has been 
trouble between two countries, 
the students representing those 
countries have still remained 
friends,” said Nesmith.

ARTICULARLY when the 
P opposition is not quite top- 

drawer, it is wise to use the 
one-no-trump opening a little 
more flexibly than the “books” 
prescribe—and that refers to 
any books, including those of 
this writer. The reason? Very 
simple: most opponents cope 
nicely with the suit bids that 
are made against them, whereas 
they are apt to do all sorts of 
silly things against an original 
no-trump, Here’s an example, 
from a much-better-thane- 
average rubber game in a New 
York club.

East's decision to start with 
a no-trump rather than a heart 
was unorthodox on two counts: 
he was “suppressing” a five- 
card major suit, and he was a 
shade short of the academic no- 
trump requirements. 

Of course, South didn’t have 
to put out his neck with the 
two-spade overcall, but that is 
the sort of thing that happens 
time and again in such circume- 
stances. If South was detere 
mined to get into the act, a 
double, or even a tentative two- 
club overcall, would have been 
considerably safer; and even 
with the auction going as it did, 
South could have rescued him- 
self, had he but known it—but 
all this does not alter the fact 
that East started the ball rolling 
with his no-trump opening. Note 
that if East had bid one heart, 
South could have done almost 
anything in complete safety. 

The lead against the spade 
contract was the jack of hearts, 
and South was forced in trumps 
again and again. The result was 
that he made only three trump 
tricks and the club ace, and 
suffered an 1100-point penalty. 

It is true that East-West 
could have made a siam at 
hearts, but it depended on 
catching both red queens, plus 
a squeeze against South in dia- 
monds and spades. In any case 
the slam scarecely could have 
been reached on reasonable 
bidding.

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A 40-Year Fighter for Cause of Peace 


Mrs. Rose T. Jonas Honored as

OR four decades, Mrs. Rose 
Fr. Jonas has been, paradoxi- 

cally, a fighter for peace, 
and she has no intention of 
giving up now. In fact, despite 
wars and rumors of wars, de- 
spite tensions and diplomatic 
failures, she is more optimistic 
than ever. 

Born in St.’ Louis 75 years 
ago, graduate of Mary Institute, 
daughter and widow of promi- 
nent St. Louis medical men, 
shé has given her heart and 
mind to working for harmony 
among nations since the era of 
World War I when she joined 
the Women's International 
League for Peace and Freedom. 
As the only St. Louisan among 
the league’s charter members, 
she was honored by the local 
chapter of the organization at 
a tea last Sunday at the home 
of Mrs. Claribel Peters Rode- 
wald, 738 South Hanley road, 
Clayton. 


The international organiza- 
tion, first known as the Wom- 
en’s Peace Party, was founded 
by the late Jane Addams at 
The Hague in 1915. Mrs. Jonas 
became a charter member and 
with the organization of a St. 
chapter shortly after- 
wards began to work through 
the local group. She doesn’t 


recall how she happened to 
join, but she does remember 
the hundreds and thousands of 
hours she has spent in its be- 
half since signing up. 


“It has been a day-to-day 
program, year in and year out, 
and that’s how it must be if we 
are to reach our ultimate goal,” 
she said. “There have been 
letters to representatives sup- 
porting certain legislation. 
There have been study and dis- 
cussion groups, work in support 
of the United Nations. 


“The various committees are 
engaged in educational work in 
a continuing crusade for human 
rights, in a special project, Art 
for World Friendship, and in 
the program given top priority, 
world development and world 
disarmament. 


“I am more optimistic than 
ever before because never has

“This was also the 
route of the little ‘bob-tailed’ 
mule car, and the corner where 
the Veiled Prophet processions 
of those days made the turn 
into Locust street. From the 
vantage point of our home ‘roof 
garden’'—the roof of my father's 
office — a crowd of spectators 
watched the parade of horse- 
drawn floats, illuminated with 
flaming torches. 

“That was the day of the 
cable car on Olive street, but 
my favorite mode of transporta- 
tion was my father’s Victoria or 
the surrey with the fringe on 
top.” 

As she grew older, she be- 
gan to take an interest in com- 
munity projects. Her first in- 
terest was the St. Louis Tuber- 
culosis and Health Society, in 
which she worked particularly 
for open air schools and later 
the Night and Day Camp. Then 
came work in the Jewish Shel- 
ter Home, the National Council 
of Jewish Women, The Pio- 
neers, of which she was presi- 
dent, League of Women Voters, 
and, as she became more active 
in the cause of peace, she 
served on the Jewish Peace 
Fellowship, the National Coun- 
cil for the Prevention of War, 
as chairman of the first peace 
committee of the National 
Council of Jewish Women, and 
board member of the St. Louis 
Civil Liberties Committee. 

But for Mrs. Jones, her work 
in every organization had the 
same goal: to help create a 
better world.
